PELLEY LETTERS 
STIR ARGUMENT 


W ashington, Feb. 2 (AP).—Instead 
of settling the Dies committee con­ 
troversy over the "Pelley" letters— 
called forgeries in secret testimony 
— a turbulent house debate left un­ 
answered 
today 
the 
question 
of 
whether they should be stricken from 
the Congressional Record. 
Rep. Hook (D-M ich) placed the 
letters in the Record last week. Then 
the conunittee declared th at David 
Mayne. of W ashington, had adm itted 
forging them, and Hook tried T hurs­ 
day to w ithdraw them . 
But Representative Keefe (R-WLs) 
blocked him on the ground that the 
letters reflected on Chairm an Dies 
(D-Tex) and th a t Hook himself had 
not adm itted th e ir falsity. The let­ 
ters purported to link Dies with Wil­ 
liam Dudley Pelley, chief of the Sil­ 
ver .SIdrt legion. 
The argum ent In the house which 
followed Hook's unsuccessful attem pt 
brought from Representative Voorhls 
(D-Calif), a com m ittee member, the 
statem ent th at Mayne once served 
as a com mittee agent. 
Voorhls, who described the letters 
as "rank forgeries,” told the house 
of a long—and still active—search 
for Pelley. 
Mayne, 
Voorhis said, presented 
himself to the com m ittee last De­ 
cember and said he could turn up 
Pelley. He was dispatched to North 
Carolina, Pelley’s home, with the 
committee paying Ills expenses, but 
Pelley never lias appeared at com­ 
mittee hearings. 
"We never felt Mr. Mayne was a 
paragon of virtue." Voorhls said, 
"but we were clutching at straws and 
hoping he m ight accomplish tiiat 
purpose.” 
Tile letters which caused the con­ 
troversy were said by Hook in his 
original statem ent last week to liave 


been addressed to Mayne and signed 
by Peiiey. 
Despite com mittee members’ In­ 
sistence th a t the letters were spur­ 
ious, Hook refused repeatedly to call 
them raise until the signatures were 
cheeked by th e Justice departm ent.
